Election/Restrictions 
2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16 drawn to Zoned or cellular telephone system classified in class 455, 
subclass 422.1. 

II. Claims 17-23 drawn to Channel allocation classified in class 455, subclass 450. 



The inventions I and II are related are related as sub-combinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The sub-combinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. 

In the instant case, Invention I has separate utility. It is directed (as disclosed by 
Applicant in the reply to the Office Action of January 12, 2006) to a base station, which has a 
control information generating part, a communication part, and a control information control 
part. Wherein the control information control part makes a communication terminal in an area 
unable to recognize control information sent by the base station. 

Invention II has separate utility. It is directed (as disclosed by Applicant in the reply to 
the Office Action of January 12, 2006) a communication system that includes first and second 
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base stations. The first base station generates notification information when a condition is met 
and transmits the notification information to the second base station. 

Because these inventions are distinct and search groups I and II are not required to be 
simultaneous, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Examiner has conducted a telephone interview with Applicant's representative, Mr. 
Remus F. Fetea on April 10, 2006. Upon the interview, Mr. Fetea is not able to make an election 
of the groups for the instant claims restriction, and request that the restriction/election be sent to 
him.
